The TLC is a state-of-the-art educational 
facility that connects thousands of students and teachers 
(current and pre-service) to peers, experts, resources 
and events in real-time interactive learning 
environments equipped with high-speed 
videoconferencing and broadband resources and 
applications. 


The TLC provides engaging models and training for 
effective teaching practice within technology-mediated 
environments as well as models for the curricular- 
relevant integration of advanced technology in the 
classroom. Use of TeleLearning via broadband fiber 
networks over the past year has enabled teachers and 
students to exchange resources, ideas and expertise 
with their peers anywhere on the globe. 


The TeleLearning Centre has an innovative design-the 
first of it’s kind in Alberta-developed by a collaborative 
team including innovators from Stantec Architectural, 
Stuart Olson Construction, and Edmonton Public 
Schools. This innovative design is totally dedicated to 
the integration of technology in education. It features 
six learning labs (30 stations in each), two of which can 
be expanded to seat 150 people. In addition, there are 
two centers for professional development, training and 
research. Modular furniture and wiring that provides 
easy access to network, audio-visual, and CA*net 
connections ensure that IT infrastructure complements 
the flexible design of this state-of-the-art learning facility.

Youth Conference 2003 


In October, our Social Studies Department hosted the Mahatma 
Gandhi Canadian Foundation for World Peace Youth Conference 
2003. Students from four different Edmonton area high schools 
engaged a variety of speakers on topics such as human rights and 
creating peaceful communities. This event was “beamed” to two 
Ontario high schools that participated in the conference using 
the school’s “telelearning” facilities. One highlight of the week 
was a banquet hosted by the Ghandi Foundation. Several of our 
social studies students and teachers were acknowledged for their 
work with the conference and met dignitaries such as our 
Lieutenant Governor, Lois Hole. We would like to express our 
appreciation to Mrs. Vandale, a Page social studies and music 
teacher, for making this event happen. 


Social Studies Holocaust Teleconference 


Using the school’s telelearning technology, Mr. Briggs, our social studies technology expert, linked up with 
Vaughan Secondary School in Vaughan, Ontario, and Middlefield Secondary School in Markham, Ontario for 
an event on the Holocaust. The guest speaker was George Preger, a Holocaust survivor, and Educational 
Director from the Simon Wiesenthal Centre. Ninety Page students and a representative of the Network of 
Innovative Schools took part in the event. 


One day the students took a virtual museum tour. 
Another was spent performing a play. The most 
recentactivity was a cross-Canada video conference. 


These may notsound like typical high school lessons, 
but at Vaughan Secondary School in Thornhill, 
Ont.,anewinterdisciplinary course called Genocide 
in the 20th century is taking Holocaust education 
to a new horizon. 


“What makes interdisciplinary [learning] unique is 
that it appeals to different people,” said teacher 
Jonathan Zinman, who spent several months 
developing the course before taking it live this 
September. 


“The students get really creative.” 


An interdisciplinary course involves using dynamic 
resources and instructional techniques in order to 
engage the students in learning. 


Zinman’s most recent innovation was a Holocaust 
Video Conferencing Symposium that linked 


together students from Vaughan, Middlefield 
Collegiate Institute in Markham, Ont., and J. Percy 
Page in Edmonton. 


Guest speakers at the different schools spoke about 
Holocaust education and followed with a question 
and answer session, with the cameras rolling and 
more than 100 students participating. 


The audio equipment was not the best, bur the 
students were still impressed with the technology. 


“This shows the learning of the next generation,” 
said Vaughan student Brandon Kleiman, 16. 


George Preger, an educational consultant for Friends 
of Simon Wiesenthal Center, spoke to the students 
at Vaughan about his experiences as a child during 
the Holocaust. 


“We have an excellent opportunity here to promote 
tolerance,” said Preger, 67. “If we can do that, I 
think we have achieved much.” 


The students asked insightful questions thatincluded 


how Preger feels about searching for Nazi war 
criminals despite their old age. 


“They felt very good about persecuting Jews who 
were in their 80s and 90s, and I think they bare 
responsibility for what they have done,” Preger 
responded. 


Arnold Friedman, a survivor of Auschwitz, spoke at 
Middlefield, where there are few Jewish students. 


They were so enthralled with his lecture that he 
stayed for two hours. 


Zinman hatched the video conferencing idea after 
connecting with the Advanced Broadband Enabled 
Learning (ABEL) program, which provides special 
technology links to assist in learning.

Excerpt from Valedictorian 
Amy Wilde's Address 
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J. Percy Page - The Man 


J. Percy Page School is named in honour of our former Lieutenant Governor of Alberta. 


The Honourable J. Percy Page was born May 14, 
1887 in Rochester, New York. At the age of three his 
family moved to Bronte, Ontario. He attended junior 
high school in Oakville, Ontario and graduated as a 
gold medalist from the Hamilton Collegiate Institute. 
At the post-secondary level he was a graduate of the 
Ontario Normal School, Queen’s University and the 
American Institute of Busixness. In 1912 he began a 
forty year career with Edmonton Public Schools. He 
spent two years at Victoria Composite High School 
before taking on a position at McDougall Commercial High School. While at McDougall, he 
coached their basketball team - The Edmonton Grads. Mr. Page served as Principal of 
McDougall from 1941 to 1949, after which he became principal of the new commercial section 
of Victoria Composite High School. He retired in 1952. 
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Dr. J. Percy Page with the Edmonton Grads 


Mr. Page served as a member of the Alberta Legislature serving as an independent from 1940 
to 1948 and as Leader of the Opposition for the last four of these years. 
In 1952 he won a Progressive Conservative nomination and was 
returned to a seat in the legislature later that year. In 1957 Mr. 
Page became a trustee of the Edmonton Public School Board 
and served in this position until 1959. He was appointed 
Lieutenant-Governor of Alberta in 1959. In 1961 he received 
an honorary Doctor of Law from The University of Alberta. 
He was also named to both the Canadian Sports Hall of Fame 
and the Alberta Amateur Sports Hall of Fame. He passed away 

in Edmonton in 1973 at the age of 85. 


Throughout his career, he was well known for his pursuit of 
excellence. He set high standards for himself and expected the 
same high standards from others. He earned respect in all his 
endeavours as an educator, a coach, and a politician.
